Now, all traffic is permitted 
to go through from Chambersburg 
street into Buford avenue without 
stopping and the distance from the

Many a one 
has been stampeded, lost control, 
and with it his confidence. On the 
other hand, many another has re­ 
fused to yield, kept his self-control 
and banked on his confidence in vic­ 
tory. These are the ones who rule 
the world. 
Life’s great game, more than any 
other game, calls for both control 
and confidence. The importance of 
mind control cannot be overestimat­ 
ed, for when you do have it, you 
have confidence as well. It is es­ 
sential that you have faith in your­ 
self and in the God who gave you 
life. No matter what problems may 
come up. no matter how grave the 
emergency, keep every faculty of 
your being under control and this 
will

It is easy to have control and 
confidence when everything runs 
smoothly. It’s when the tight places 
arrive that we need extra will, extra 
faith—and perhaps an extra under 
standing friend, to help us weather 
the storm. If at such times we get 
hold of ourselves, and help our 
selves, God and everyone else about 
us will flock to our standard!

MINISTERS GET 
DEADLOCK ON 
GERMAN TRADE 


By JOSEPH E. DYNAN 
Paris, June 14 itf*)-The Foreign 
Ministers Council, reported nearing 
the end of its Paris session, sought 
a conclusive decision today on East- 
West, trade in Germany and an Aus­ 
trian independence treaty. 
Economic experts of the four oc­ 
cupying powers in Berlin, yesterday 
handed to the Foreign Ministers the 
East-West deadlock in the German 
capital. A Western expert in Berlin 
said the report to Paris showed 
about 90 per cent agreement on 
small matters and IOO per cent 
disagreement 
on 
the 
important 
issues. 
The Foreign Ministers themselves 
were reported in partial agreement 
on a truce in the Berlin difficulties. 
This appeared to have grown out of 
secret Big Four negotiations. 
Try To Finish Soon 
Yet, the Foreign Ministers faced 
a showdown in their efforts to write 
a more complete economic agree­ 
ment for Berlin and an independ­ 
ence treaty for Austria. 
The Foreign Ministers Council is 
scheduled to reconvene to take up 
two items discussed In a secret ses­ 
sion Sunday night. According to 
well-informed circles, these items 
were: 
1. Limited commercial accord for 
Germany 
which 
would 
promote 
East-West trade, fix an exchange 
rate for the West mark and the 
Soviet zone mark, and assure West­ 
ern powers of transportation access 
to the city. 
2. 
A treaty for. Austria which 
would mean evacuation of occupa­ 
tion troops in the near future. 
tinder a tentative schedule, re­ 
ported by officials in one delegation, 
the ministers will try to finish these 
two topics by Thursday night, then 
adjourn the present Paris talks until 
the next session of the Council in 
New York sometime in September

HIT BY HOOVER

(AP Foreign Affairs Analyst) 
That was a bold and challenging 
speech which former President Her­ 
bert Hoover made at Ohio Wesleyan 
University during

when he took a vigorous dig at the 
brand of “new era’’ thinking which 
substitutes security for self-reliance. 
It s likely to bring him a good deal 
of mail, pro and con. 
Certainly the topic is timely, for 
there are few comers of the world 
where it isn’t being, discussed and 
in many cases experimented with. 
Even John Bull, who through gen­ 
erations has stood for solid con­ 
servatism, now is up to his neck in 
Socialism. 
Hoover said that while "security” 
eliminates the risks of life, it “also 
kills the joy that lies in competition, 
in individual adventure, new under­ 
takings 
and 
new 
achievements. 
These contain moral and intellec­ 
tual impulses more vital than even 
profits, for from them alone comes 
national progress.” 
Built His Own Success 
This is from a man whose life is 
a romance of American success. He 
was orphaned at IO and was self­ 
supporting by 15. He rose to the top 
as a mining-engineer, working in 
many parts of the world. Fame 
came to him for his relief admin­ 
istration work in Europe during 
World War I, and Anally he was 
elected to the Presidency. 
“At all times in history there have 
been many who sought escape into 
‘security’ from self-reliance,” said 
the ex-President. “And, if you will 
look over the workings of these new­ 
est eras throughout the world, you 
may notice that the Judgment of the 
Lord on Adam has not been entirely 
reversed, even by the Supreme Court 
of the United States.

Dwight D. Eisenhower appeared to­ 
day to have gone a long way to­ 
ward torpedoing one of President 
Truman’s “must” bills before Con­ 
gress-federal aid to education. 
A critical letter by the general, 
now president of Columbia univer­ 
sity and acting chairman of the 
military 
chiefs of 
staff, plunged 
school aid advocates into gloom. It 
started talk among some lawmakers 
about the possibility that Eisen­ 
hower intends to make his political 
weight felt. 
In a letter to Rep. Gwinn (R- 
N. Y.), Eisenhower opposed federal 
school aid grants to all of the states. 
a proposal already approved by the 
Senate and now pending in a House 
Labor subcommittee. 
See GOP Doctrine 
He said he favors helping only 
states than can’t raise enough taxes 
to support a high level of education 
and then only “under formulas that 
would permit no abuse, no direct 
interference of the federal author­ 
ity in education processes and no 
opportunity to expand the flow of 
federal money into areas where 
need could not be clearly demons­ 
trated.” 
Some lawmakers thought Eisen­ 
hower paralleled Republican doc­ 
trine when he went on to assert that 
"the army of 
persons who 
urge 
greater and greater centralisation of 
authority and greater and greater 
dependence upon the federal treas­ 
ury are really more dangerous to 
our form of government than any 
external threat that can possibly be 
arrayed against us.” 
Those views didn’t seem to track 
with the policies of some of the 
leaders of the Organization Ameri­ 
cans for Democratic Action (ADA) 
who tried so vigorously—and failed 
—last year to get the general into 
the race for the Democratic presi­ 
dents! nomination. 
Eisenhower thus lined up against 
a bill that has the support of both 
President Truman and Senator Taft 
<R-Ohio). In this instance, he put 
himself in the same political camp 
with Senator Wherry of Nebraska, 
the OOP floor leader, and House 
Minority Leader Martin of Massa­ 
chusetts.

SAY COMINFORM 
IS IN SESSION 


Warsaw, Poland, June 14 (ZP)—A 
highly qualified informant said Mon­ 
day the cominform (Communist In­ 
ternational Information Bureau) is 
meeting in Poland to plan action 
against Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia. 
The Informant said Communist 
leaders from all the so-called De­ 
mocracies of eastern Europe also are 
drafting a new propaganda cam­ 
paign in an effort to undermine the 
effects of American aid to western 
Europe. W hat form this campaign 
might take is not known. 
The cominform session is due to 
end tomorrow but it may be a week 
before there is an official announce­ 
ment of what has been decided. 
Inquiries to the government on 
what is going on at the cominform 
meeting, reportedly being held at 
Karpacz, near Wroclaw, brought the 
standard reply, “that’s purely a 
party matter." 
Informants said, however, that 
reports on the victories of Chinese 
Communists 
drew 
applause 
but 
were overshadowed by the success 
of American aid to western Europe. 
The steadily deteriorating rela­ 
tions between Yugoslavia and the 
so-called eastern European Demo­ 
cracies top the list of items dis­ 
cussed.

WITNESSES WHO 
REFUSE TO TALK 
GAN D0D6E TRIAL

Washington, June 14 </P) — The 
House Un-American Activities com­ 
mittee has asked people “are you or 
have you been a Communist?" 
1. Those who said flatly “I refuse 
to answer” were cited for contempt 
of Congress, tried, found guilty, and 
sentenced, 
2. Those who said “I refuse to 
answer” and 
added “because 
It 
might incriminate 
me” 
had 
no 
trouble at all. 
Those extra few words, “. . . be­ 
cause it might incriminate me,” 
make a big difference in deciding 
whether a man is contemptuous. 
Two years ago the committee, in­ 
vestigating Communism, called in IO 
Hollywood writers and asked them 
the $64 question. 
Derision Upheld 
When all of them flatly refused 
to answer, they were cited for con­ 
tempt of Congress. And two of the 
IO—John Howard Lawson and Dal­ 
ton Trumbo—weret tried in federal 
court, found guilty, and sentenced 
to a year in jail and a Ane of 
$1,000. 
They wanted to make a test case 
of it, so they were freed on bond 
while they appealed to the U. S. 
Court of Appeals. (Trial of the other 
eight cases has been held up pend­ 
ing the outcome of the appeals.) 
Yesterday the Appellate court said 
the lower court decision was right. 
Why hadn't the men answered the 
committee’s 
question? 
They 
ar­ 
gued: The constitution protects a 
man from being compelled to dis­ 
close his private beliefs; and, so, he 
can’t be punished for being silent 
about them. 
Country's Welfare First 
. 
Not in this kind of case, said the 
Appellate court. Why? It ruled: 
Tile right of free speech is not 
absolute. 
The 
country’s 
welfare 
is involved, a man can be compelled 
to speak under penalty of being 


jailed if he doesn’t. 
The court reasoned that this 
country’s welfare was involved Ila 
this case in the question of Com­ 
munism because: 
1. The fate of the world, includ­ 
ing this country’s, is at stake in 
the present struggle between Com­ 
munism and Democracy. 
2. Since the Un-American activi­ 
ties committee 
was 
investigating 
Communism, it had a right to ask 
the question. 
But suppose the men, instead of 
saying only “I refuse to answer," 
had added “because it might in­ 
criminate me.” It s impossible to say 
what then might have happened in 
this particular case, or what might 
happen in some future case. But— 
No action has even been taken 
against anyone who appeared before 
the Un-American Activities commit­ 
tee and refused to answer about 
Communism because it “might in­ 
criminate” him. 
Under the 
constitution a 
man 
can’t be compelled to say anything 
about himself if it might incriminate j miners, 
him. 
Will this 
always be 
true? 
^ 
Maybe not. In some future case Con- j f - ■ 
gress and the courts may decide this 
constitutional 
protection 
doesn't 
apply to Communism. 


Makes Forecast On 
Lewis’ Intentions 


Washington, June 14 (/P) — John 
L. Lewis may demand a “share-thc- 
work” system from tne coal indus­ 
try — a scheme giving all miners 
about the same amount of work, 
and pay, when demand for coal is 
slack. 
That’s what coal Industry labor 
relations observers are saying today 
as the 450,000 soft and hard coal 
miners started a# week’s “stabilizing’’ 
strike ordered by Lewis. 
As long as eight months ago lewis 
pledged that his United Mine Work­ 
ers union would “move in" to regu­ 
larize coal production and employ­ 
ment if the industry failed to do so. 
Lewis forecast his intentions at 
the union’s Cincinnati convention 
last fall.
